The Crisis in Europe.

Tax dream of Vox Bissmark is developine,  oOut
of the theft of two insignificant provinces he
has made & cause, and |s making that cause a
grout one. Behleswig Holslein s the pretext
for a natlonal aggrandizement such as has not
been manifested since the carcer of tbhe first
Narorgos closed. Prussin, with a puppet for
Kaiser, has a mighty man for Prime Minister,
Bissarg, though personally and politically a
wicked man, i8 a great genius; nod, na he can
naver be Emperor, it 18 falr to suppose thnt he
is a perfect patriot, sinoe he makes no effort or
exertion that does not exalt Prussia smong the
nations, Thus, while his people so despise Vou
Bismank a3 to even openly wish for his asapesi-
mation, they (suddenly blinded by the glory of
successful military achievements) have been
forced into adulation and adoration for the
“Man of Blood and Iron.” There lg another
cause for this revolution in popular fecling, It
lica in the dwcovery of BismAng's scheme—the
elevation of the imbecile WinmeLy ol Prussia
to the position of Emperor of Germany,

No one aporeciates this more fully than Narvo-
reox [I1, and although possibly too late, he s
golng to make an attemps to thwart the design.
If he suocecds Branang will iall, but his great
work will live iu the brightest pages of history,
Bissang wanls but thres empires on the conti-
nent of Edrope—France, Germany, Russia, To
greure this Austrin must be crushed, and Bis-
MARK cries “Down with the Huns!" Thus tar
the success of \he Prossians has been wonderlul,
Sadowa hus been made the decisive battle of a
short and sharp campnign, and has not only re-
sulted in securing to Prussia her demands, bat
has go terrified Frascts Josgra that he sues for
peace, and asks for the kind ofiioes of & neutral
power, To show his honesty in the matrer he
pledges Venetia to France as a relainer foe,

The negotiations tor an armistice thus broue bt
about nave been positively retused by Prussia,
and only conditionally listened to by Italy. It
is easy to see that any otfer will be refused by
Bismark now thot he is flushed with vietory;
and it is doubtful it even NAPOLEON Or ALEXAN-
DER can securs the natwnality ol Austria, espe-
clally as Prince Fnepprick CHARLEY is now
in Prague, and pushing on to Vicuna, Nothing
short of armed intervention by France can save
Ausirin, and that may come too late,

Should the Prussians suceeed in their design,
Narorgox will hesitate before sétting his squad-
rons in the ficld aguiost WinnrLM at once, and
it will be mora like the “great man and great
rasenl,” to endenvor o defear Vox Bismarg at
diplomacy.

The moest ordinary wind, in absorbing and
welghing these facts, will observe that there ia
in them a strong indication of & general contr
nental war, in which England, as the catspaw of
NAPOLEON, must assist. A groat empire, and the
balance of power in Europe, will represent the
chesnuls which Naroreon and Bismang will de-
sire to have withdrawn from the flames. All
we need wizh for is that some Budows may be
speedily reached to settle the question for this
oeatury.

The Perpetuity and Power of the Repube
lican Farty.

Tory who solace themselves with the idea that
the Republican party in this country has accom-
piished its missionjand is about Lo piss Away,
are destined to disappointment, The perpetuily,
a8 well as the existence of parties, depends
upon the fact that they are the organs of ideas.
Bo flong as the idess remain full of life and
power, the parties which are bullt upon thom
will maintain vitality and vigor. Now, the Re-
publican party in this country Is based upon
the fundsmental idees of a republican form of
goverment. It has always made the immortal
Declaration of Independence the very charter
of its existence. Ita dustinetive principles. are
just those which separate true democracy from
all forms of aristocracy. It belleves in the equal
rights of sll the people, as opposed to the special
priviieges ol classes,

The Republican party is the only orgun of these
principles in America. The selstyled, and
falsely styled, Demooratic party is the representa-
tive of the ideas of privilege and caswe, ns
opposed to equality and universality, 1t does
not believe in the peoyle, but ooly in certain
favored portlons of the people. It does not
believe in the equal nghts of all, but merely in
the equal rights of the governing clusses, Its
arguments against equal rights in the United
States me drawn lrom the hoary arvmorles of
despotism and aristocracy in the Old World,

The Republican party sprang into  being
pecause existing organizutions had ceased to re.
present the vital principles of republlcan govern:
ment. Both the Whig and Demooratic parties
nad become corrupted by the slave power.
They had ceased 1o be orgauns throagh which
the true democrat'e sentiment ol the conutry
pould find expression and exerclse power,

It is sometimes assumed that the Republican
purty was organlzed merely to resist the spread
wf siavery into the Texritories; but this is & mis-
take, The Republican party was & negessary
outgrowih of ropubliean ideas in the minds of
the people. It resisted the extenslon ol slavery
into the Territories Leoaise thut was, at the
time, the debatable ground, the ficld o conflict,
the point &t 1ssue, between itsell and its antugo-
pist. But it could not possibly have rested
there, Blavery iteell would have n-malnyd. even
had its extension been rendered impossiole,

g0 now, too, It s sometimed assumed that,
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inasmuch as chaitel slavery a2 evorihrown,
the work of the Republickn party 18 acoom-
plished, Not at sl The Idea of equal
rights ia the fundamoental ides of the Re
publican party, a8 it 8 o our form of
government. The work of the Republioan party
will not have been accomplished until that idea
is fully realized in the lnws and institutions of
our cvuntry. Chattel slavery was only » gross
toim of violating that idea, There 18 no chattel
slavery In Greal Britaing yet is there no work
there for tha! liberal orzanization which corres.
ponds to onr Republiosn party*

The mission of the Republican party Is to
realive the fundamental American idis of equal
rights, 1f that idea is true—t It has in it the
elements of life—it 1t is destined to power and
perpetuity—so is the Republican party. The
destiny of that grest organization is bound up
in the desting of its tundamental principles.
